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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election of Group II (claims 1-10, 12-14, 17, 18 and 20) without traverse in 
the reply filed on 07/20/2005 is acknowledged.

a fifth embodiment, shown in figures 17-29 page 28 line 8 through page 33 line 28. 

a sixth embodiment, shown in figures 30-35 page 33 line 29 through page 40 line 22. 

a seventh embodiment, shown in figures 36-37 page 40 line 23 through page 42 line 12. 

a eighth embodiment, shown in figures 38-43 page 42 line 13 through page 45 line 4. 

a ninth embodiment, shown in figures 44-45 page 45 line 5 through page 48 line 15.
